When Congress adopted the federal wiretap law in 1968, one of the protections it wrote 
into the law was a provision stating that communications intercepted in violation of the law could 
npf b^ u^d ^« evid^nc^ in any trial, rivfl c».^ «r ».rfm.«.>| . ,tiv^ ^rnc^ J-'f 18 USC 2515. 
This is called a statutory exclusionary rule. When Congress extended the wiretap law to cover 
email and other electi-onic communications, it did not extend the e statiitory exclusionary rule of 
1 8 USC 25 1 5 to interception of email or other electronic communications. The rule currently 
applies only to voice interceptions. 
Interrogatiftn 

Miranda protection only extends to those persons who, while in custody, are interrogated 
by persons the suspect knows are acting on behalf of the state. In Rhode Island v. Imiis,558 the 
Supreme Court defined interrogation as "express au^^tinninp or its functional .n...v.i^ «f ■■ 
The fimctional equivalent of interrogation consists of " wordsorartinH«on thenar, nf.h. 
fiiilics ... that the police should know are reasonably likely to elicit an incriminating response 
from the suspect."

Defendant's contractual huiemnification agieements. license requirements, warrants, bonds, 
certifications are clearly articulated in both Securiguard and USEC Co^joration contractual 
agreement wid, die Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, under Article XI. Indemnification, 
page 16 of die USEC Corporation contract clear slates, in part, that: 

-Contractor agrees to indemnify. Hold Harmless, and Defend the FDIC in all of its 
capacities, and all of its officers, directors, and employees against any and all claims,

In the above referenced complaint you named Robert Feldman, the Executive 
Secretary of the FDIC as a defendant. I am writing to request that you dismiss 
all claims against Mr. FekJman since none of the allegations in your complaint 
involve the Executive Secretary and as you acknowledge at the top of page 3 
of your complaint the Chairman is the only proper party defendant in an action 
based on allegedly discriminatory employment practices. See e.g. Jarrell v. 
U.S. Postal Senrice, 753 F. 2d 1088, 1091 (D.C. Cir. 1985) (the head of the 
agency is the only proper defendant in a Title VII action); Honeycutt v. Long, 
861 F.2d 1346, 1349 (5** Cir. 1989); Romain v. Shear, 799 F.2d 1416, 1418 
(9* CIr. 1986); McGuinness v. U.S. Postal Sen/ice, 744 F. 2d 1318, 1322 (7* 
Cir. 1984) (the exclusive remedy for a claim that a federal agency discriminated 
against a handicapped employee is a suit against the agency's head.); Ellis v. 
U.S. Postal Service, 784 F.2d 835 (7* Cir. 1 986).
